A vehicle resembling the above cars was used in the abduction and murder of Anthony M. 
Martinez on April 4, 1997, Witnesses describe the vehicle as a white, 4 door sedan, mid¬ 
size, with two red pin stripes running down both sides of the car near the door handles. The 
vehicle is believed to be a late 80's model and has a square body. The plate is in line with 
the rear tail lights and is recessed in the trunk lid. The rear bumper is the same color as the 
car. The vehicle was missing all four hub caps at the time of the abduction. The rear tail 
lights are rectangular in shape and appear to extend around the side of the car. A possible 
witness thinks the plate license has the number “2" and possibly the letters “ESL" or “LSE” 
on the plate.

PRISON I NFORMATION PROGRAM 

FINDING MISSING CHILDREN 
By 

Allen D. Hanson 

Locating missing children with information from inside 
America's Prison System is an idea whose time has come. 

There is a wealth of illicit information inside of the nation's 
1300 big prisons. Although convicts are locked up inside the prison 
walls, they know a great deal about what is happening on the outside. 
While police search relentlessly for clues and leads on tough cases 
like missing children or violent serial offenders, the very informa¬ 
tion they seek may be locked up inside one of America's big prisons. 
Why haven't we been able to tap this rich crime information source? 
The answer is complexed and illusive, but it all comes down to 
basic understanding of inmate life and culture. Convicts simply 
do not trust the police or the prosecutors. Current laws in many 
states make it technically illegal for anyone, (especially inmates 
with a criminal record) to have knowledge of certain types of serious 
ctime information without reporting it. The possession of crime 
information, like child abuse or wrongful death is a crime in itself 
in many states, and convicted felons know this only too well. This 
is one of the pressures that face any convict that is locked up. 

If they are prosecuted for withholding certain information, they 
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can t defend themselves. They already have a previous conviction 
that will almost certainly guarantee additional prison time, it 
won't do them any good to testify in a trial because no one will 

believe them,so they hole up and simply don't talk or tell what they 
know. 

The culture of prison life inside the wall is hard to explain 
unless you have actually been there yourself. It is an existence 
where time literally stands still and everyone is alone unto himself 
in a close population of hundreds. Inmates soon learn that no one 
needs them and no one cares. Convicts share with each other of 
necessity to survive. They change talk groups, change moods, change 
cell mates and change prisons often. Inmates with a long sentence 
go thru periods of depression and exuberance all within the walls of 
their prison environment. They share information with each other, 
discuss rumors and speculate on events of the past and present. 

They know the crime news and the investigations of their era. They 
understand the criminal mind and what senario might be involved. 
Someone inside the prison knows almost everyone outside the wall 
in the underworld. The telephone and the visiting room lets them 
keep up on events outside the wall and their contacts inside the 
prison can often elaborate on these events. Inmates inside the cell 
hall are very knowledgeable about people involved in criminal events, 
but they can't talk about it to the authorities. 

I cannot say enough about the prison pipeline and the convict 
culture in the socially restricted world of incarceration. Unless 
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you have experienced it, (talked the talk and walked the walk), 
you tend to overlook the unusual way the prison society shares 
information. Close quarters and permanent residency for more than 
one million prisoners make the exchange of information a regular 
routine among cell-mates and their friends. Regular changes of 
cell halls and occassional changes in prisons tends to spread the 
inmate talk thru out the dark prison world they occupy. There is 
a vast store house of criminal knowledge within the prison fostered 
by the special culture of prison life. 

Prisons are well known as crime schools. During the short 
time the author was in Minnesota State Prison in 1978-79, (9 months), 

he learned all kinds of ways to committ illegal acts. He learned 
how to steal and resell diamonds. He learned how to "peel" a safe? 
how to open late model cars; how to run an illegal wrecker service; 
how to get forged documents and many other ways to commit crimes, 
such as bogus check cashing or buying an unregistered gun or ordering 
a contract killing. I was amazed at what money would buy, both 
inside and outside the prison wall. I also gained knowledge of 
crimes that had been committed and crimes that were being contemplated. 
A huge theft was planned in my presence inside the prison and conducted 
a few weeks after I left the institution. I knew exactly who did it 
as I read about it in the daily paper in the summer of 1979. I 
discussed it privately with a friend of mine - a retired city judge. 

Me quietly advised me not to say anything. He knew my knowledge of 
the event alone was illegal. The judge figured they would soon be 
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caught anyway without my help and that is exactly what happened. 
Convicts in any big U.S. Prison have in depth knowledge of many 
illegal events, (both inside and outside the prison), and author¬ 
ities simply cannot get the information because the inmates can't 
admit they know. 

GETTING THE DETAILS 

Prison inmates cannot respond to Missing Children Posters. 
First of all, they will not see the advertisements inside the 
prison walls and second, they don't trust the authorities and they 
will not talk to them about what they know. Money rewards are 
virtually useless to most people that are locked up. Another 
method must be found to get the vital information that grieving 
parents of Missing Children deserve. 

The Prison Information Program, (PIP) will develop a valuable 
information source about Missing Children and violent serial 
offenders. It can help locate corpse and confirm parents worst 
fears - the death of a loved one. It can provide leads on major 
crimes that would never be available otherwise. It can find 
Missing Children alive and well years after they disappear. It 
can track down adults who have disappeared for various reasons, 
both legal and illegal. Much of that information is available 
inside America's big prisons today, if the authorities only knew 
how to get it. 

Inmates go thru moods along with ups and downs in a long 
prison stay. They often reach plateaus where they change goals 
and attitudes. This is how the justice system works - at some 
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point they are going to reverse course and change for good and 
for real. At this point they may be more than willing to share 
deep dark secrets with a trusted interviewer. The police, the 
FBI and prison officials will never be liked or trusted by a 
convict, but when he is ready, he may share with a truly trusted 
interviewer. Whatever the circumstances, the information he had 
before he entered the prison system may well be minor in compari¬ 
son to what he has learned since he was incarcerated. We need 
that information, not necessarily on burglary or car theft or 
other petty felony, as much as about missing children, and other 
major criminal events. The police and the authorities can't get 
these details. The PIP Program can; 

THE NECESSARY ELEMENTS OF PIP 

There are three things that are absolutely required to make 
the Prison Information Program {PIP), work. First: The inmate 
must have complete immunity from prosecution for the knowledge 
he or she possesses and the information shared with the Interviewer 
The inmate cannot be prosecuted for any part of the legitimate new 
information he furnishes. Second: The inmate must be interviewed 
by a completely trusted and totally independent third party. 

The police or prison officials simply cannot do it because there 
is no trust and there will be no transfer of vital information. 
Third: There must be a bonifide reward that doesn't jeopardise 

public safety. Since these inmates are already in prison, a 
small reasonable reduction in sentence would provide an adequate 
incentive, altho in certain cases a limited money reward for the 
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inmates family or the victim would be suitable if it will truly 
motivate the person with the information to share it with the 
Interviewer. A small reduction of a long sentence (just a few 
month's) would motivate a sincere inmate. These three things: 
Immunity, trusted confidentiality and a reward are absolutely 
necessary to break loose the badly needed information. It will 
probably require State Legislative action to see that the immunity, 
the reward and the inmates privacy are legally delivered. The 
inmate must have confidence in the program or he or she will not 
share the critical information. We must be willing to reward 
information that does not always result in prosecution, such as 
finding a Missing Person, (dead or alive), even if we can't learn 
all the circumstances of the abduction or disappearance. 

QUALITY OP INFORMATION 

Will the information secured be accurate or will the convict 
play mind games with authorities? This is a good question. Every 
missing child or criminal case has certain special private detail 
not available to anyone except an insider. Both police and convicts 
with real knowledge of the event share this data. If the inmate 
does not have this information on at least some of the minute 
details, his version of the events will be suspect. If the convict 
reads the story in the newspaper and he cannot fill in the critical 
details with the Interviewer,the convict will lack credibility, 
i h e next time, he goes to be interviewed again, (under the PIP 
program), his information will be doubted.

Police normally investigate hundreds of leads on any major 
case and much of the information obtained under the PIP Program 
will be dead end, but this is normal for any major investigation. 

As an Ex-convict, I would predict that any state that can grant 
immunity and offer a reward thru a trusted third party will get 
some major breaks in big important cases, particularly those 
concerning Missing Persons. There is tremendous untapped knowledge 
of crime and criminal activities inside the prison wall. 

The Prison Informational Program, (PIP), is tor convicted 
convicts alone or those on parole after prison. Before the inmate 
is convicted and sent to prison he must either be quiet or deal 
with the prosecutor if he wants to share information. He can ask 
for immunity or make a deal with the prosecutor for a lighter 
sentence in a plea bargain that goes on during the trial and pre¬ 
trial maneuvering. The PIP Program is for convicted felons 
incarcerated or on prison exit parole that have knowledge and 
want to share it under immunity for a reasonable reward; a promise 
of a modestly reduced prison sentence. 

Prison inmates are not all bad. They have made one or more 
major mistakes that the Court can't overlook and they are probably 
chemically dependent, (or they were when they were caught), but 
they share many of the same social values that average law abiding 
Americans do. They dislike child sex-offenders intensley. They 
call them "Baby-Rapers". inside the prison. They can't tolerate 
anyone who would have sex with a minor. Most inmates detest harming 
children. They would go a long way to help find a Missing Child or 
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punish someone who would hurt a young child. This is why the 
PIP Program will work well with Missing Children, but the laws 
of most States will not allow them to talk and they will not talk 
to the police who they simply do not trust. 

The police check thousands of leads trying to find Missing 
Children* They will check hundreds more from inside the prison, 
but these new leads may be the answer to many of America's toughest 
cases of Missing Persons. 

LEGISLATIVE ACTION 

Legislative action may be necessary for authority to grant 
immunity and some reasonable reward to inmates. The appointment 
of a trusted group of Interviewers is also important. No dangerous 
inmate should ever be released under the PIP Reward program, but 
some compensation must be authorized and and a real follow thru 
actually completed to build trust with the prison population - 
The Interviewer could well be a member of an established and 
recognized service organization such as the Red Cross or the 
the Catholic Priesthood if they want to become involved. They 
will need special orientation and some training. This should 
include briefing by selected Ex-convicts who have lived the life 
inside the prison wall. They know the prison culture and under¬ 
stand the prison grapevine. They also know how the convict thinks 
because they have been there. A small budget or grant may be 
necessary for training and expenses, but the individual who will 
be selected for the PIP Program as a third party Interviewers are 
probably going to be dedicated men and women who are interested in 
the results of the program rather than personal reward. It is 
important that some of the Interviewers speak fluent Spanish. 
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There is a vast storehouse of know how and illicit knowledge 
within the walls of America's big prison. Some of that information 
will solve hideous crimes outstanding today. We need to put our 
prejudices against inmates behind us and work with them to share 
the deep secrets locked inside of America's Prison System to solve 
major crimes and mysteries that plaque our society today.

Editors Note: Allen D. Hanson is a well published author on 
Prison Subjects. In 1978 He served a nine month sentence in 
Minnesota State Prison - MCF Stillwater, for a white collar 
crime.

Both carry Jacob’s 
Hope in their hearts as they volun¬ 
teer their hands at the Friends of 
Jacob office in St. Joseph. 

Morrissey is a 20-year-old 
college student from Brewster, 
N. Y., and Schulte is a 57-year-old 
retired Procter and Gamble sales¬ 
man from Sl Cloud. They work 


together with some 30 other vol¬ 
unteers in what Schulte called an 
“absolutely positive atmosphere 
of hope and love.’’ 

I rode by car with both men 
recently to the state capitol build¬ 
ing in St. Paul for a “Walk of 
Hope” gathering for Jacob and 
other missing children in recogni¬ 
tion of National Missing 
Children’s Day on May 25. 

A generation apart and sepa¬ 
rated by eastern and midwestem 
cultural habits, the men have an 
overriding goal in common as 
they stamp envelopes, stuff and 
mail flyers and answer telephones 
at the Jacob office. 

Morrissey came here initially 
for a week in March during spring 
break at the University of

He relumed after the 
school year on May 6 and plans to 
stay until June 16. 

Schulte, a friend of the Wettcr- 
ling family, retired early from his 
work just Lwo days before Jacob 
was abducted on Oct. 22. “All at 
once,” he said, “it just opened up 
and I thought 1 could spend some 
time helping in whatever way I 
could.” 

Morrissey said he first heard of 
Jacob's case when he returned to 
school from Christmas vacation 
and saw something about it on 
television. 

‘The whole thing—a boy 
walking with his friend and his 
brother and abducted at gun¬ 
point,” he said. “I thought that was 
kind of weird—and very sad. 

T work with kids at a camp, 
and I’m going to be a teacher. It 
just kind of hit me. I didn’t like it.” 

Morrissey said he was also 
impressed by the reaction of the 
people in St. Joseph and surround¬ 
ing communities to Jacob’s disap¬ 
pearance. "What the com muni ties 
have done has been widely publi¬ 
cized,” he said, “and the love of 
the people caught my eye."

Helen F. Fahey, United States Attorney for the Eastern District ofVirgnia, Janice 
Somerset, Acting Inspector in Charge of the U.S. Postal Inspection Service, and Colonel Carl 
Baker, Chief of Police, Chesterfield County Police announced the guilty plea of BRIAN 
EDWARD MORRISSEY in a child pornography case. MORRISSEY, age 27, a former teacher 
with Chesterfield County, pleaded guilty to one count in violation of Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 2252(a)(1), Transportation of Visual Depictions of Minors Engaged in Sexually 
Explicit Conduct 

U.S. District Judge Robert R. Merhige, Jr,, set sentencing for February 17, 1998, and 
ordered that MORRISSEY remain in custody of the U.S. Marshal. Morrissey feces a term of 
imprisonment of up to 15 yearn and a fine of S250, 000.00. 

MORRISSEY was arrested on September 12,1997, by Postal Inspectors on federal child 
pornography and sex abuse charges. The federal charges arose from a joint Postal Inspection 
Service and Chesterfield County, VA, police department investigation. Morrissey came to the 
attention of law enforcement in August 1997, when an automobile service technician discovered 
Polaroid photographs in MORRISSEY’s automobile. The photographs depicted two young boys 
engaged in sexually explicit conduct. 

Following his arrest, MORRISSEY was suspended from his position as a second grade 
teacher in Chesterfield County, Virginia. 


December 2,1997 


In addition to the Polaroid photographs, MORRISSEY also possessed more than 
25 images of child pornography he downloaded from die Internet onto a school computer 
loaned to him and live video cassette tapes containing child pornography from Germany. 

The State of Ohio has lodged warrants against MORRISSEY charging him with 
sexual asssault of the two boys depicted in the Polaroid photographs. It is anticipated that 
following sentencing in Federal court, MORRISSEY will be transported to Ashland, Ohio 
for the prosecution of the state charges. 

Child pornography is a visual depiction of a person under age of 18 years engaged 
in sexually explicit conduct. The U.S. Postal Inspection Service has been the leading law 
enforcement agency in the battle to identify and prosecute child pomographers. While 
the U.S. Mail has long been the primary avenue for child pomographers, use of computer 
bulletin boards, the Internet and on-line systems has allowed the development of a 
worldwide network for the exchange of child pornography.

Teacher's plea guilty to 1 count 

He faced pornography-related charges involving 2 Ohio boys

A Chesterfield County second-grade teacher pleaded guilty yesterday to 
one count of transporting child pornography rather than stand trial on 
several pornography-related charges against him in U.S. District Court. 

Brian Edward Morrissey, 27, was accused of traveling to Ashland, Ohio, 
and making Polaroid photographs of two young boys engaged in sexual 
conduct On Aug. 7, after he returned, a Chesterfield County mechanic 
working on Morrissey’s car noticed 22 of the pictures in the car and 
notified police. 

Morrissey faces up to 15 years in prison and a fine of up to $250,000. U.S. 
District Judge Robert R. Merhige Jr. scheduled sentencing for Feb. 17. He 
ordered Morrissey into federal custody pending sentencing. 

Morrissey was originally charged by county police and freed on $5,000 
bond. The state charges were replaced by a federal warrant Sept. 12. 
Morrissey was arrested by U.S. postal inspectors that day. 

Officials in Ohio have issued state criminal warrants charging Morrissey 
with sexual assault of the two boys depicted in the photographs. 
Prosecution in Ashland is expected to follow Morrissey's sentencing here. 

According to an affidavit filed in federal court, Morrissey admitted to 
authorities that he drove to Ashland around July 1. At a public swimming 
pool there, he approached the two boys, ages 9 and 12, and talked them 
into disrobing and letting him take photographs. According to the 
affidavit, Morrissey admitted he tried unsuccessfully to induce them to 
engage in sexual acts with him . 

The federal charges arose through a joint investigation by Chesterfield 
police and U.S. postal inspectors. 

Besides the one to which he pleaded guilty, Morrissey was charged with 
sexual abuse of a minor, receiving and possessing pictures of minors 
engaged in sexually explicit conduct, sexual exploitation of children and 
interstate travel to engage in a sexual act with a juvenile. 

When authorities searched Morrissey's home, they found he possessed 
more than 25 images of child pornography be had downloaded from the 
Internet to a school-owned computer and five video cassette tapes 
containing child pornography from Germany. 

After his arrest by county police in August, Morrissey was suspended 
without pay from his job as a teacher at Evergreen Elementary School

Qualified individuals who wish to participate in the Project ALERT Program shall 
submit a completed application to the National Center for Missing and Exploited 
Children through them national police organization.

CERTIFICATION OF VOLUNTEERS: 

No individual shall serve as a Project ALERT Volunteer or be considered for 
assignment unti! he/she has successfully completed the required training and been 
certified by the NCMEC Training Division. The certification process shall involve the 
applicant’s satisfactory' completion of the training course established and conducted 
by the NCMEC Training Division followed by certification by the Project ALERT 
Certification Committee. 

SELECTION OF VOLUNTEERS FOR CERTIFICATION: 

Candidates for training and certification as Project ALERT Volunteers will be 
selected from all applications received. No one will be considered for certification 
unless he/she has submitted a completed application form. Pinal selection of 
candidates for each training session will be made by the Project ALERT Selection 
Committee. 

Twenty five applicants will be selected for each training session. All applications 
submitted will be retained on file and will be eligible for selection review as each 
subsequent training session is scheduled. 

Applicants will be selected on the basis of experience, expertise, type of sendee to be 
performed, availability, and location of residence. Efforts will be made to ensure a 
geographic spread of volunteers in each training class. 
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All applicants selected will be required to sigr. an agreement indicating that it is

Training of Project ALERT Volunteers will be provided by the NCMEC Training 
Division who shall determine the course duration and content.

Project ALEST Volunteers selected for training certification shall be reimbursed for 
all travel, lodging and per diem expenses incurred during the training period. 
Reimbursement shall be made as specified in the Federal Travel Guidelines. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY REQUESTS: 

Requests for Project ALERT Volunteer assistance shall be made to the National 
Center for Missing and Exploited Children and directed to the Project ALERT

they require so that the appropriate certified volunteer(s) can be provided, 

The Chief Executive or other authorized officer of the requesting agency shall provide 
the Project ALERT Program Manager with a signed "Authorization Request for 
Assistance Form” prior to the assignment of any Project ALERT volunteer. The 
standard form and a copy the Project ALERT Guidelines shall be transmitted via 
facsimile to the requesting agency at the time the request is received at the NCMEC.

PROJECT ALERT ASSISTANCE: 

Once a determination is made to provide Project ALERT assistance to a requesting 
agency, the Project ALERT Program Manager shall determine and secure for 
assignment the closest available certified volunteer(s), Every effort shall be made to 
provide the requested assistance without delay and as expeditiously as possible. The 
Program Manager shall then coordinate all travel and lodging accommodations and 
provide the asSgned volunteers) and agency contact person with the travel and 
lodrinv details. Project ALERT volunteers while on case assistance assignment shall 
make daily contact with the Project ALERT Program Manager. Regular activity 
reports shall he prepared consistent with estaolished N"O^^El. case ma■nagement 
reporting procedures.

In early December of 1997 James Daveggio (AKA Froggle) and Ms female 
accomplice prostitute Michelle Michaud abducted 22 year old clerical worker 
Oanessa Sampson from a Pleasanton, CA street, Daveggio grabbed Sampson as 
she walked to work, forced her into a 1995 light green Dodge Caravan where 
she wastied to the floor and raped repeatedly by Daveggio and Michaud, 
Sampson's body was found near a snow covered Sierra Nevada road, some 165 
miles away, 2 days later. She had been strangled, Sampson was a attractive, 
petite blond. 

In a similar case in September of 1997 Daveggio grabbed a 22 year old 
college student from a Pleasanton, CA street, dragged her into his van where 
she was raped repeatedly by Daveggio and Michaud. This victim was also a 
attractive, petite blond. Daveggio is also a good suspect in the abduction 
and disappearance of several teen aged girls. 

Daveggio is known to have been active since the late 19805 usually in 
consort with a female accomplice. A preliminary time line shows that he has 
traveled in the Mid West. He is considered to be a possible suspect in 
numerous unsolved cases nation wide. 

Daveggio is a member of The Devils Horseman biker gang. The Devils 
Horseman are a sanctioned affiliate of The Hells Angles. Daveggio uses 
methamphetamine and may be in involved in the distribution of this drug, 

Although there is presently no information that Daveggio's victims 
included young men and boys I feel that his broad spectrum of victim choice 
is such that he may warrant attention in the Jacob Wetterling case. For 
additional information about Daveggio please call Agent Jeff Rinek at 
the Sacramento, California FBI office at (916)481-9110.

The Minneapolis Police Department Sex Crimes Unit is alerting the public and used car 
businesses about a recent case of attempted child abduction and sexual assault. 

On December 26 at approximately 6:IS pm, an 11-year aid boy was standing alone at a 
bus stop at Chicago Av. S. and E 41st St. A white male came up behind the boy and threatened 
to kill him if be did not remove his clothes. The suspect then grabbed the child and dragged him 
to his car which w»e parked in an alley near that intersection. He forced the boy into the car and 
began removing his clothes. The man attempted to sexually assault the child but the boy was able 
to wrestle free of the suspect and escape from the car. The suspect drove off as the boy was 
running away. 

The suspect is described os a white male, mid to late 40s, 6‘ tall with a medium build. He 
has short blonde hair with a bald spot on top. The suspect also stuttered. 

The vehicle used in this crime is a newer model white 4-door. It had a neat and clean 
Un leather interior. The car also had white writing resembling a dollar sign and numbers, 
and possible blue and orange letter writing beneath it, which may mean that the suspect 
had the car out for a “test drive” from tome auto dealership.

I am aware you were given information concerning a group of several 
homosexuals who are also pedophiles living in the St.Joseph vicinity who had 
contact with Jacob about the time of his abduction.

Received a cell-phone call yesterday (approx 7:05 p.m.) from man with the 
following story: 

He was returning from Grand Rapids, Minn, where he visited a house in 
Warba (sp?) where he was sexually attacked 27 years earlier by a man who 
lived there at the time. The fact, that the house was being moved that day 
caused him to talk to a Clearwater County Deputy Sheriff (Mike Erickson 
(218) 694-6226) about his assailant (Carstic Lee Clausen, then using the 
name Marcus Overseth.) The Deputy Sheriff said the alleged assailant had 
been non out of Warba and was now living in Clearbrook. 

The Deputy also recalled that years ago a psychic had said that Jacob was in 
Gonvik, Minn., four miles from Clearbrook and that a Gonvik resident, 
Charles or Bob Moncray (sp?) had killed himself at tire time. The Deputy 
thought a box of clippings about the abduction was found in Moncray’s 
house. 

The caller would not give me his name or phone number, but asked if Carstie 
Lee Clausen was a suspect in Jacob’s case. He asked if there was a flea 
market or antique show in St. Cloud the weekend of HV22/89 because Mr. 
Clausen was a trader of baseball cards and other paper antiquities. The caller 
said the thought Mr. Clausen had a journalism degree because he had 
published a free newspaper in Warba at the time.

Residents of the small northern Minnesota town packed Grace Lutheran Evangelical Chur 
remember Julie Holmquist, the 16-year-old who was found slain Aug, 20.

I read your in the paper today about Jacob being missing 
now nine years now, and still no word of his whereabouts. I can understand 
your grief that you have went through these nine years, as I have children 
and grand children of my oun and can't imagine loseing one of them. 

Something has been on my mind for nine years now, and I don't know how Impo¬ 
rtant this is to you, but maybe there is something in this that will help. 

I have a cabin, in a remote part of Mille Lacs county, that borders Morrison 
county also. A few days after Jacob disapeared, while I was up at my cabin 
getting ready for deer hunting, 1 came across two guys that were stuck in the 
ditch in this remote part of this land. 1 questioned them as to what they were 
doing in there as they said they did'nt know anyone in this area of remote land. 
They had been drinking, and said they got lost. The smaller of the two guys was 
real nervous, when I asked them if they were from around here. They said they 
lived not to far away, but did'nt say where. Before they showed up at there 
stuck vehicle, I went through the glove compartment and found a couple dozen 
letters from a parole officer, sceduleing appointments for this individual. 

I don't remember the name on the papers, but it listed his address as St.Cloud. 
The ouner of the car was small built about 21 to 25 and the other guy was about 
middle twentys and stocky built. The bigger guy wore a "Polaris" coat. 

they left that day I was walking around in the brush and timber, and I came 
across a place that looked like someone had been living in the brush, camp fire 
and misc. food wrappers, and food discarded around. This was within 100 yards 
from where they were stuck in the ditch. The area that I have my cabin, nobody 
lives here permanent, but come up a few times a year to hunt or check on there 
places as I do. The area that I am refering to is about 15 miles northwest of 
Milaca. It is 5 miles east of Gutvalds Store if anyone knows the area. 


Again, I don't know if this is anything that could help. I thought that the 
ouner of the car was on parole, and being from the St. Cloud area, that maybe 
somehow they could have been involved in this somehow.

Patty Wetterlings recent letter has prompted me to share a small piece of information that may be of 
some assistance in your search for Jacob’s abductor. 

In the summer of 1989 I was returning from a trip up north when I stopped at the wayside rest on 94 
just south of Rogers. While I was there a car parked next to mine that caught my attention because it 
was so old. Then I noticed that it was driven by an old man and his passenger was a young boy that 
sat in the back seat. I watched the two of them because the sight was so unusual. They didn't speak 
as the man got out of the car and I found that to be strange. The boy stayed in the car and stared out 
the front window without moving. I was going to ask the man why his grandson didn't get out and 
stretch but when I looked at him he gave me such an intimidating stare that I got in my car and left 
without a word. 

I do remember that the car was beige or tan. I don't recall the make but it looked to me like one of the 
old Checker cab cars. It was a 4 door and it was in good condition. The boy looked to be about 11 or 
12 The man was probably in his late 50’s or early 60's. He was balding, over 6' tall and of a big 
build. His most memorable feature was his intense stare I was so disturbed by the scene that I 
remember jotting down the license number on a slip of paper to pass on the info if the opportunity 
arose but I never did and the number was probably thrown away when I got home I do remember 
though that it was a Minnesota plate. I can't remember the exact date of the incident but it was 
sometime in the summer of 1989.

For the past year you have many times telephoned the Office of the Attorney General. 
Periodically, you called several times a day or several times a night and reported the same 

information. This letter is to inform you that I have received your information and I request that 
you stop calling. 


You have said many times that several individuals (Chivatero, Morrison, Snyder, Walters, 
Hostitler and Eastman) threatened you, used “turing” equipment in a manner that controls human 
thoughts, accessed state and federal criminal history files to remove records and are selling 
unlawful drugs. I reported the tampering with criminal history files and drug trafficking 
information to the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension. I have also discussed issues 
involving postal employees with Postal Inspectors. 

Please do not continue to call the Ollice of the Attorney General to report this information. Your 
repeated calls are not necessary and at times have filled our voice mail system so that others may 
not have been able to leave messages. If you have an emergency, report the information to your 
local law enforcement agency.

(See 
attached letter.) Then he called in the Wetterling message and said that it would be his last call. 
He may just be trying to open communications with our office. 

He has often reported that people in the Postal Service are selling drugs, threaten him and are 
monitoring his thoughts. Postal Inspector Tom Cudahy (651293-3228) has background on 
Schnaible as Schnaible was a postal employee and now on disability. Many of the people 
Schnaible has told me about do not exist. Call me if you have any questions.

Dear Sirs, 

I doubt you will want to hear from me any more than the Wetterling family does, 
everyone jaded by the deluge of leads, particularly from psychics, that lead nowhere, 
However, I recently had an email conversation with someone who claims to be Jacob 
Wetterling. But we will get to that later. I must write and tell you what I believe, if you 
read it only once and it remains somewhere in your memory for something to jar it, 
then that's enough for me. It has to be. 

I believe that Jacob is alive, very much alive, living in Seattle and calling himself 
“Joseph”. He does not look much like the picture you have posted of him. His hair is 
long, and might be dyed blond. He has an earring. He looks like other kids of his age, 
smokes a little dope and likes to snowboard. He loves music and finds joy there, an 
amazing thing. He is suffering a little from his wisdom teeth coming in now. But he is 
finally free, after years of captivity, and he has a dozen reasons for not revealing 
himself more obviously, to you and to his family. He will reveal himself in his time, 
which might be in many years. 

His experience in captivity was as bad as you can imagine and worse, but a miracle 
occurred. There was an accident. It was raining, windy. I think the vehicle was a pick¬ 
up truck with something in the back held down by a tarp, flapping, Jacob had his 
seatbelt on, the abductor did not. The abductor was decapitated, there was a gasoline 
fire. Jacob was free. He has been free for a few years now. I am sure that it was 
Jacob who called Jacob's Hope in 1996, using a free phonecard, and calling from an 
all-night dinner or convenience store. I wonder a lot if that call was from Seattle, or 
maybe Portland, on his journey up the coast. 

About the abduction and Jacob’s childhood, I believe many things. I have read very 
little about this case, and if these things are true, it is because Jacob is telling me, not 


because it was in the press. These are things I believe about the abduction: 

-someone was wearing a navy blue windbreaker with white and/or red writing on it 
-there is a white house with blue shutters, maybe a semi-circular driveway 
-the man has dark hair and a mustache, maybe dark glasses 

About Jacob: 

-he liked Reese’s peanut butter cups 
-he liked grapefruit juice 

-he peeled an orange meticulously in sections, scoring the skin first with a knife 

-he liked roast chicken and meatballs 

-he ate blue candy that turned his tongue blue 

-he chewed Doublemint gum 

-he was in a clumsy-stage of his life, breaking things for no apparent reason and it 
bothered him and his parents 

-animals that he liked included dinosaurs, sharks, and he might have had a frog as a 
pet 

-he liked Jackie Chann and WWF wrestling 

-he admired someone’s pocket watch, maybe his grandfather’s 

-there is something about milk, maybe he had a milk allergy 

-he played with rubberbands, maybe he shot them or had a rubberband ball 

-he liked to play checkers 

-he might have played with a radio-operated car 

-his shoelaces were often untied, slapping against his shins 

-someone took care of him, applying arnica and vitamin E to his bruises and cuts (not 
sure if this was in captivity, or was his mom) 

-there is a long mink coat and a tan suede shirt (his father’s and mother’s, or someone 
he met after the abduction? I don't know) 

-there is a down-syndrome child, in the Special Olympics. Is this someone he knew as 
a boy or someone he has befriended now? 

There are a large number of clues that I don’t understand, words, names, that might 
mean something to someone. I put them here in the off-chance that they do connect 
with something known: 

-Leonard 

-New Orleans 

-the Bahamas 

-Beadle 

-V-particles 

-Shine 

-Yosemite 

-Sebastian 

-lavender 

-cricket

PRELIMINARY INFORMATION % 

At 03/21/99 at 1705 hours I was dispatched to a theft report at the Maple Grove Community 
Center, 12951 Weaver Lake Road. While I was finishing up taking the report I was informed by 
an employee, JENNIFER ANDERSON, of the Maple Grove Community Center, of a suspicious 
male in one of the locker rooms. The initial theft report was taken on the upper level. The 
suspicious male was in the lower level of the community center, I followed Anderson from the 
public safety office to the lower level locker room area. 


WITNESS STATEMENT 

I spoke with JENNIFER JOY ANDERSON, DOB 03/01/78, an employee at the Maple Grove 
Community Center. I spoke with Anderson while she was taking me to the lower level of the 
Maple Grove Community Center. She stated that: 

• There was a suspicious male walking around the common area in a towel with nothing on 
underneath. 

• The individual has been walking around for an hour to an hour and a half. 

• While he was sitting on a bench she saw his testicles and penis coming through his shorts. 

• She does not believe that the individual is with anyone 

• He seems to be just walking around. 


OFFICER S OBSERVATIONS/ACTIONS 

The common area is a group of lockers with changing rooms on each side. The area is for both 
males and females At the Maple Grove Community Center there are separate men’s and women's 
locker rooms. 

• The common area is connected to the entrance to the poo! and the snack bar area in the lower 
level of the community center. 

• On each side of the lockers there are private changing rooms. 

• As we were in the common locker room area Anderson pointed to the individual that was 

walking. . 

. The individual, later identified as MICHAEL JAMES HALE, DOB 05/22/46, was walking 

towards me; we were coming from the snack bar area. 

• There were several juveniles walking around the common locker room area 

• All the juveniles 1 saw, approximately four to six, were under 16 years of age 
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• Hale approached my location, stopped, turned around, and began walking the other direction 
towards the doors to the swimming pool 

• As Hale was walking away from me I could see the upper crack of his buttocks. 

• He did have a towel wrapped around his waist. 

• I saw approximately four inches of the crack to his buttocks. 

• I saw Hale walk into a changing room in the common area. 

• I went down to the lifeguard office and waited for Hale to exit the changing room; he was in 
there for approximately 7 minutes. 

• Hale exited the changing room, left the common locker room area, and walked to the upper 
main level of the community center. 

• Hale exited the front doors of the community center 

• I had Trevor Hartman, an employee at the Maple Grove Community Center, walk with me. 

• Trevor Hartman had told me while we were waiting for Hale to exit the changing room that 
he had received a report approximately three weeks ago of an individual matching the 
description of Hale standing in the men’s locker room naked, not moving, for approximately 
two hours. 

• As Hale was walking out into the parking lot Hartman positively identified Hale as the same 
individual he had contact with three weeks ago. 

• Hartman told me that when he confronted Hale, Hale had no reason for standing in the men's 
locker room naked. 

• He asked Hale to leave and he did. 

• As Hale was walking into the parking lot I asked him to stop; he did. 

• 1 explained to Hale the report that I received; he stated that he understood. 

• I asked Hale what he was doing at the Maple Grove Community Center, he stated 
"swimming." 

• I asked Hale if I could see some identification, he told me that it was in his vehicle. 

• I asked Hale if we could go to his vehicle so I could see it, he stated that I could. 

• Hale walked to his vehicle, parked in the Maple Grove Community Center parking lot, MN 
license #989-GJX, an '89 Chevy white sports conversion van, registered to Michael Hale. 

• Hale told me that his wallet was underneath the drivers seat of his vehicle. 

• I asked Hale if I could get it and he stated that I could 

• I reached underneath the driver's seat and retrieved his wallet. 

• Hale showed me a MN picture driver's license, which identified himself as MICHAEL JAMES 
RALE, DOB 05/22/46. 

• I explained to Hale that I thought it was suspicious that he had driven so far to come to the 
Maple Grove Community Center; he stated that he understood. 

• I also explained to Hale that I thought it was suspicious that he hung around the locker room 
area for such a long period of time, he stated that he understood 
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• I phoned the office to have them nin a criminal history on Hale 

• It was found that Hale had several convictions for sex offenses. 

• Officer Wills of the Maple Grove Police Department had found while speaking with Hale that 
he had been convicted in the early 80's for sex offenses involving juvenile boys. 


SUSPECTS STATEMENT 

I spoke with MICHAEL JAMES HALE, DOB 05/22/46, in the parking lot of the Maple Grove 
Community Center He stated that: 

• He was a registered sex offender and had been convicted of sexually assaulting juvenile boys. 

• He had been sentenced to a mental institution on St. Peter for sexually assaultin g boys. 

• At this time he does not have an assigned doctor and is not on probation, 

• He had stopped being on probation in 1995. 

• He currently lives with his parents in Lino Lakes. 

• He works at Rainbow Signs in Anoka. 

• He arrived on today's date at the Maple Grove Community Center at 1400 hours. 

• He went down to the men's locker room and changed into his swimming tr unks 

• From the locker room he went to the pool area and stayed there for approximately 10 
minutes. 

• He then walked from the pool area into the common area 

• He stayed in the common area for "a couple of hours." 

• He was walking around with his swimming trunks and no towel. 

• He was sitting on a bench next to the snack bar area between the common locker room area 
and the snack bar. 

• As he was sitting there the entire time he had a towel draped over his waist. 

• He does not remember exposing his testicles and penis. 

OFFICER'S OBSERVATIONS/ACTIONS 

• As I was speaking with Hale I asked for the witness, Jennifer Anderson, to come to my 
location. 


WITNESS STATEMENT 


I spoke with JENNIFER JOY ANDERSON. DOB 03/01/78 She stated that: 
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• On today's date at approximately 1500 hours she saw an individual, identified as Michael 
Hale, sitting on a bench between the common locker room area and the snack bar in the lower 
level of the Maple Grove Community Center, 

• As she walked by the individual she saw his two testicles and penis hanging out of the left side 
of his shorts. 

• There was not a lining in the shorts. 

• It was obvious that the testicles and penis were hanging out of the shorts. 

• There was no way that Hale could know that they were not hanging out of the shorts in plain 
view. 

• The individual was wearing yellow shorts. 

• She walked by the individual and returned approximately one minute later and saw that he. 
Hale, had put a towel over his waist, covering his genitals, 

• She went to the lifeguard office and informed her supervisor of what she saw; her supervisor 
did not phone the police. 

• Very concerned about what she saw she began to watch Hale. 

• She saw Hale walking around the common locker room area; it appeared that Hale had no 

purpose. 

• She would briefly leave the common locker room area and return 

• On one occasion when she returned she saw Hale walking around without shorts on, wrapped 
in a towel. 

• She could tell because the towel was slightly below his waist (not showing his genitals). 

• She saw Hale walking around the common locker room area. 

• She saw several juveniles between the ages of 8 to 12 in the common locker room area, the 

pool area, and the snack bar area (all areas that Hale was walking around). 

• When Hale was sitting on the bench between the snack bar area and the common locker room 
area there were several juveniles walking by him between the ages of 8 and 12. 

• When she saw that I arrived to take a theft report she thought that she should advise me of 
what was occurring. 


OFFICER'S OBSERVATIONS/ACTIONS 

• Jennifer Anderson did sign a citizen's arrest form in reference to what she saw. 

• I gave Anderson statement forms, which she stated that she would complete and return to our 
office. 

CONTINUED SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 

I continued to speak with Michael Hale, who stated that 
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• The reason why he came to the Maple Grove Community Center was to look at small boys. 

• He was walking around the common locker room area without any shorts, but wrapped in a 
towel. 

• He did not know that he was walking around with any part of his buttocks showing. 

• He had been arrested in 1992 for exposing himself 

• He bad not offended anyone since the exposing incident in 1992

OFFICER’S OBSERVATIONS/ACTIONS 

• I asked Hale if we could search his vehicle; he stated that we could. 

• We did find a duffel bag with seven swimming suits inside; Hale stated that ail of the 
swimming suits belonged to him. 

• We also found a bed in the back of Hale's conversion van; Hale stated that it was for his dogs. 

• Officer Wills did not find any contraband in the vehicle 

• Hale did show us the yellow shorts he was wearing while he was sitting on the bench between 
the locker room area and the snack bar area. 

• The yellow shorts did not have a liner (the shorts were inventoried and placed in an evidence 
locker). 

• Based on the information we received and the signed citizen's arrest from Anderson I placed 
Hale under arrest for indecent exposure. 

• Officer Wills transported Hale from the Maple Grove Community Center parking lot to our 
office. 

• At our office Hale was booked, photographed, and placed in a cell. 


SUSPECT'S STATEMENT 

At 1924 hours I read Michael Hale the Miranda warning He stated that he understood and 
agreed to speak to me He stated that: 

• On today's date at 1400 hours he arrived at the Maple Grove Community Center. 

• He had been at the Maple Grove Community Center in the past; he believed it was in January. 

• He had not been at the Maple Grove Community Center three weeks ago 

• When he arrived he went into the men's locker room and changed into his swimming trunks. 

• He went into the shower area and spent approximately 20 minutes 

• He spent so much time in the shower because it was warm 

• There were two juvenile boys in the shower area that he was slightly attracted to. 

• While he was in the shower area there were juveniles and adults coming and going. 
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• From the men's locker room he went into the pool area, 

• He walked around the pool once and then entered the water. 

• He stayed in the pool area for 10 to 15 minutes. 

• While he was walking around he did notice several juvenile boys in the pool. 

• It was difficult to know if they were good looking or not because they were in the water. 

• The juveniles in the pool area were under 1 6 years of age; he did see their heads. 

• He left the pool area and went to the snack bar area. 

• He did sit on a bench in his yellow swimming trunks 

• He covered himself with a towel. 

• He sat there for approximately 20 minutes. 

• He did notice two boys approximately 8 years of age. 

• He went back to the men's locker room and sat on a bench. 

• He does not know why he went into the men's locker room but he spent 20 minutes. 

• He does not know why he spent 20 minutes. 

« He then went back to the pool area and began wandering around. 

• Again, he saw the heads of juveniles in the pool area and could not see if they were attractive. 

• From the pool area he went back to the men's locker room and overheard several juveniles 
talking; he believed that they were the ones that committed the thefts. 

• At no time did he have contact with any of the juveniles. 

• He does not remember how his swimming trunks got off and the towel wrapped around his 
body. 

• He obviously had to have changed in either the men's locker room or the private changing 
room in the common locker room area. 

• When he saw me he did not know the crack of his buttocks was showing 

• When he saw me he "wanted to get out of there." 

• He was wearing his yellow shorts with no liners when he was in the pool area and sitting on 
the bench in the snack bar area. 

• He came to the Maple Grove Community Center to look at small boys. 

• He is attracted to boys that are in the range of 8 

• He is registered as a sex offender in Anoka County 

• In 1982 he had lured two juvenile boys into his vehicle and drove them to a location, 

• There they told authorities that he had touched their penis, he does not remember touching 
their penis. 

ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 

• Hale walked from the common locker room area to the pool area and men's locker room 
approximately four to five different times. 
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• He does not know if he was sitting on the bench next to the snack bar at 1500 hours; it could 
have been 1600. 

• He did see a community center employee walk by him while he was sitting on the bench. 

• He saw the witness that I spoke to and it was not her. 


EVIDENTIARY EXHIBITS 

• As I searched Michael Hale I found five nap kins 

• One was soiled with a hard yellow substance. 

• Hale told me that the substance came from his nose and he had a sinus problem (I inventoried 
the napkin that was soiled and placed it in an evidence locker to be analyzed). 


OFFICER'S OBSERVATIONS/ACTIONS 

• Hale told me that he had no contact with anyone while he was at the Maple Grove 
Community Center. 

• Hale stated that at no time did he even say "hi" to anyone. 

• Our office did not receive a complaint of anyone being harassed by Hale while I was on duty 
until 2200 hours 

• Attached with the initial report are a criminal history and a citizen’s arrest form. 

• A 36-48 Authority to Detain and PC statement were filled out and given to Hennepin County 
Jail. 

• Detective Larson, Maple Grove Police Department, was advised of the incident, as well as 
Sgt. Garland, Maple Grove Police Department 


DISPOSITION 

• It is recommended that Michael Hale be charged with gross misdemeanor indecent exposure, 
M S S. 617.23 b{I).

Peter Martin Ebel's deception 

The gifted but fraudulent Stillwater teacher who became a fugitive 22 years ago is back in jail and 
suspected of being a pedophile.

Peter Martin Ebel was many things to many people when he became a fugitive from justice in Minnesota 
22 years ago. 

To the students and faculty of St. Croix Catholic and Stillwater Junior High schools in the late 1970s, he 
was Edward Alan Scott, a published author, accomplished photographer and stern but brilliant math and 
Latin teacher. He also taught one of his proteges how to fly an airplane. 

To officials of a boys academy in Georgia, he was Dr. Ebel, a respected and renowned child researcher 
based tn Albania, 

But much of what people knew about the man, now 54, was a deception - from his relationship with 

children and teaching background to the doctor credentials that led to felony drug charges against him in 
Minnesota in 1979. 

Ebel jumped bail in 1980, and his whereabouts remained a mystery to authorities and others for two 

decades, until he was arrested last year and then pleaded guilty to federal child pornography charges in 
Los Angeles- 

Today, as Ebel sits in a federal prison cell awaiting sentencing and a possible mandatory minimum 10- 
year prison term, federal authorities and those who came in contact with Ebel are wondering aloud how 
many child victims there may be in Minnesota and elsewhere. 

Ebel was detained at a California airport Sept, 7 and later was arrested after he was caught with sexually 
explicit pictures of young boys. In the process, federal officials learned he had been convicted 34 years 
ago in England on a sex-reJated charge* 

Ebel s CQUreappointed attorney could not be reached for comment. 

"I'm wondering... if we’re just scratching the tip of the iceberg here," says Rodrigo Castro-Silva, the 
federal prosecutor in California handling the case. 

"There were a lot of kids he came in contact with here," says Allen Klein, a former Stillwater Junior High 
student who filed a lawsuit in 1993 against St. Croix Catholic School and in a deposition alleged that Ebel 
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had molested him. 

Klein, a 38-year-old Plymouth resident who is publicly coming forward for the first time, suspects there 
may be other victims besides him. 

”My desire now is to confront (Ebel) face to face and talk to him about what he did to me," Klein says. 

EDWARD ALAN SCOTT 

Interviews with more than a dozen people nationally and a review of court documents portray Ebel as an 

enigmatic Renaissance man who impressed people with his knowledge of subjects ranging from medical 
surgeries to nuclear power plant operations. 


Ebel, actually a lOth-grade high school dropout from Morrison County, NJ„ and using Edward Alan Scott 
as an alias, secured a job for the j976-77 school year as a math teacher at the St. Croix Catholic School 

The school, also known as St. Michael's School, shared physical education and other courses with a 
nearby public school, Stillwater Junior High, 

’ He was bnlliant, had a vocabulary to die for, and he was teaching a summer photography class to area 
kids," recalls Brandon Crawford, then a St. Croix teacher and now the head of its middle-school program. 

At the time, we were in need of a math teacher and he supplied us with what seemed excellent 
credentials, like his education in England/ 1 

Known as "Mr. Scott," Ebel had written two books under the pseudonym of Reynolds Locke. One dealt 
with anthrax mutation. The other, published by the now-defunct Stein & Day publishers, was called 
’Mayday 747" and involved the aftereffects of a jumbo jet crash. A third book, "Soldier of Eden " a 
purported nonfiction account of an orphaned American boy who became an Arab freedom fighter in Libya 
was published in England in 1987 under the pen name of James Congdon. 

After joining the faculty, Scott quickly gravitated toward a small core group of students, school officials 
sa,d. One of them was Klein, a bright seventh-grader with six siblings and the product of a troubled 
home. Scott befriended Klein and his family and taught him how to fly an airplane. Meanwhile, posing as 

r. eter Martin Ebel, he was duping a pharmacy in Maplewood into filling bogus prescriptions for Valium 
and codeine, according to charges brought Jater. 


Suspicions were raised at both schools when the nutse at Stillwater junior High received a note through 

Scott from a Dt. Ebel asking that Kleih be excused from taking a shower because he had been diagnosed 
with scoliosis. 


Don Hovland and Steven Sluder, then principal and assistant principal at Stillwater junior High School 

and Sister Kathleen Foley, then principal at St. Croix, denied the request and confronted Scott about his 
credentials near the end of the 1976-77 school year 

A short time later, Ebel took Klein to England on a supposed trip to treat him with growth hormone drogs 
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not available in this country, according to Klein and others. 

K| em was in fact among three boys taken to England with their parents’ permission, all of whom "returned 
wi rug dependency problems, according to a Maplewood police incident report. The children 
according to the report, refused to talk with authorities about the trips or their relationship with Ebel. 

Officials at both schools compared notes and secured copies of bogus drug prescriptions Ebel had 
obtained for Klein’s mother and others and as well as for himself, according to court records. 

Scott was booted from the school after one year on the job and subsequently charged in Ramsey County 
District Court on June 10, 1979, with two felony counts in the drug case. 

A Stillwater family that had rented an apartment to Ebel posted $500 bail on his behalf. He left town 
dunng a pretrial hearing in early 1980, and a bench warrant was issued for his arrest. 

H.s fugitive status ignited more suspicions about his relationships with Klein and a handful of other 
students. During one of his trips to England, he had brought back with him a boy, The boy, Crawford 
learned years later, committed suicide after returning to England, 

I guess we didn’t know much about these things back then, and In hindsight there were red flags " 
Crawford said last week after learning of Ebel's arrest in September. "But there was nothing blatant The 
parents trusted this man. The kids never told us what if anything happened. 

"There was nothing we could get our hands on.”

U'S‘ Cu stoms Service agent Randy Karavanich was ready when Swissair Right 106 landed at Tom Bradley 
International terminal in Los Angeles on Sept. 7, 2001. Ebel was on board and, because of a tip from 
officials at Gables Academy in Stone Mountain, Ga., he was suspected of being engaged in child 
pornography or molestation. 

Ebel, who claimed to be a researcher for a nonprofit group in Albania, had approached the school three 
years earlier and persuaded it to invest In an exchange program and a school to be built on the strikingly 

beautiful shores of the Adriatic Sea. In return, EM* adopted son, a 13-year-old, received English 
language classes at the academy. 

But the therapist wife of lames Meffeh in, the school's headmaster, became concerned after traveling to 
Alban,a and uncovering what she considered a disturbingly close relationship between Ebel and several 


A check of Ebel's criminal background by the Customs Service disclosed the 1980 warrant from Minnesota 
as well as an arrest In 1968 by Scotland Yard police In England for an -indecent assault" on a minor under 
16. Ebel was put on three years’ probation for that incident. 
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Karavanich was surprised to find Ebel in the company of three boys from Albania, including an 8-year-old 

suffering from what was later diagnosed as a genetic blindness disorder that could only be corrected in 
the United States. 

Ebel was allowed to leave after airport authorities seized a laptop computer, a digital camera and several 
computer disks in Ebel's belongings. 

Chandice Covington, a professor of nursing at UCLA and a medical researcher who had befriended Ebel 
after learning about his alleged research into the development of Albanian males and the nutritional 

impact of iodine deficiency, said, "I was highly suspicious at that point, and the bells started going off in 
my head.” 

It took three weeks for authorities to discover digital and hard-copy images of naked boys masturbating 
each other and other pictures that had nothing to do with the research, Meanwhile, Covington, who had 
offered her Westwood home to Ebel, contacted Los Angeles police after she found the kids one morning 
tearing up sexually explicit pictures of themselves and flushing them down her bathroom toilet, 

Ebel was arrested, and the boys, one of whom was suffering from sexually transmitted warts on his face, 
were reunited with their families in Albania. Ebel pleaded guilty to one count of manufacture of child 
pornography and is scheduled to be sentenced Aug. 19 in Los Angeles. The blind boy is allowed to return 
periodically to undergo a series of surgeries to restore his eyesight, Covington said. 


Officials in Minnesota are not sure whether Ebel will be extradited to face the outstanding charges. 

"To be frank, the charges here are peanuts compared to what he is facing in California," said James 
Konen, an assistant Ramsey County attorney who initially handled the drug-related case. "To my 
knowledge, we never received any information about (suspected child molestation)." 

Like many others, Covington expressed surprise at the Minnesota connection, but not at the nature of the 
arrest. 

"Who knows how many victims there are out there?" she says. "He certainly duped a lot of people along 
the way. But he is Irving proof that pedophiles don’t come in black and white. He's a brilliant man who did 
try to help out some kids, like the blind boy. But he is also a sick and evil man."

To the poor but inquisitive boy from Stillwater with the hand-me-down clothes and below-average height, 
Edward Alan Scott appeared bigger than life. And when the charismatic and bright math teacher with the 

distinguished-sounding British accent showered him with praise and attention, Allen Klein felt like a 
million bucks. 

"I guess he singled me out because I was the smallest in the class and he knew I was having problems at 

home, says Klein. “He gave me some silly awards to make me fee) good. He built up my ego and he was 
rather good at that." 

But there was a payback to the attention, Klein says. It came in the form of sexual molestation that Klein 

says led to depression, drug addiction and self-destructive behavior that would land him in a hospital 
years later. 


So Klein was not in the least surprised last week when I informed him of the nature of Scott’s - really 
Peter Martin Ebel's - recent arrest after 22 years as a fugitive from justice and his pending sentence on 
federal child pornography charges. Ebel was arrested in the company of three young boys from Albania, 
one of whom is shown naked and masturbating in images seized by U.S. Customs Service agents. 

"There's absolutely no doubt in my mind that he did to those kids what he did to me," says Klein, a 38- 
year-old auto service manager and ex-Marine from Plymouth. Scott/Ebe! secured a job as a teacher at St. 
Croix Catholic School in Stillwater in 1976. A self-proclaimed commercial airline pilot, Ebel tapped into the 

youngster’s dream of becoming a pilot and gave then-12-year-old Klein flying lessons out of the Lake 
Elmo Airport* 

"His judgment and common sense are just incredible," Scott/Ebel gushed in a 1977 Pioneer Press article 
on Klein, then one of the youngest aspiring pilots in Minnesota. "I've never seen anything like it." 

Klein was given permission by his parents to move into Ebel's Stillwater apartment during the 1976-77 
school year. It was there, and later during a trip to England, that, Klein says, Ebel molested him. 

Efforts to reach Ebel's court-appointed attorney in Los Angeles were unsuccessful. 

1 wanted to go to England because I had never been outside of Stillwater," recalls Klein. "It frankly felt 
good, and 1 did develop feelings for him." 
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According to a body of research, a child molestation victim's intimate feelings toward his abuser are not 
uncommon and are closely linked with the Stockholm Syndrome, a term used to define the sympathetic 
bond hostages sometimes develop for their captors. 

Klein says he felt betrayed when Ebel was uncovered as a fraud and jumped bail after he was charged in 
Ramsey County District Court for posing as a doctor. Klein plunged into marijuana addiction and his 
grades plummeted after he entered ninth grade at Stillwater Junior High School. “I was scapegoating my 
parents divorce for my problems because I was blocking out what had happened to me," says Klein. 

But his grades picked up, and he starred as a cornerback for his high school football team, which won the 
state championship in 1982. After taking courses at St. Cloud State University, he decided to enlist In the 
Marines, making sergeant in less than three years. 

He married but then divorced, triggering a drinking and depression binge that led to his hospitalization in 
1992. Therapy sessions with a psychiatrist unleashed repressed memories of his alleged abuse. 

Klein retained St. Paul defense lawyer Jeffrey Anderson and filed a lawsuit against St, Croix Catholic 
School plus three churches affiliated with the school for neglecting to check Ebel's background before 
hiring him as a teacher. Klein first revealed the alleged molestation during a deposition, but the fact that 

the man he accused was nowhere to be found hurt his chances for damages. The case was settled out of 
court for $15,000. 

Klein later remarried and has put the past behind him 


"My wife is a very understanding woman and I’m not going to let someone like Ebel affect the rest of my 
life," he says.

road on which Jacob was abducted The two young witnesses said a man 
suddenly 

appeared on the road It would be very easy for a man residing at St 
John’s to walk through the grounds and come out of the woods near that 
road My father feels that the appropriate authorities surely have looked into 
this coincidence and therefore didn’t feel his comments were noteworthy, 
However, I felt compelled to send this email just in case the similarities 
of the composite drawing and the face of Alan Tarleton, 
together with the close proximity of St. John’s Abby to the crime scene have 
not been investigated, that they will consider doing so now.

Robert Lee Picek (the defendant) was 
m jail in Black Pool, England Ms. Picek didn‘t know the details of the defendant’s arrest and was unsuccessful in 
trying to reach him by phone, therefore, Ms. Picek went to the defendant’s computers to try to find a way to reach 
him. Ms. Picek discovered numerous pictures of juvenile males performing oral sex on one another on the 
defendant s computer. The defendant works for Group One Software and routinely travels to England on business. 
The defendant eventually reached Ms. Picek by phone and told her he was arrested in England for photographing 
minors. Further, the defendant told his wife he was unable to leave England for a while and asked his wife if she 
would reformat the hard drive on one of his computers at home. On February 19, the defendant emailed his wife 
asking her to reformat the hard drive on another computer at home and to throw away any back-up data tapes 


Ms. Picek felt guilty about the pictures of juveniles and decided to show them to the Sheriffs Department Ms. Picek also 
gave the Sheriff s Department a copy of the email she received from the defendant, which stated the following;

The email went on with detailed instructions of how to destroy the various items of software and erase hard drives on 
computers. The email then said, “I need help badly. I feel it’s been going on for 40 years, more so the past four years 
and much more so in the past six months. I've lost my way and 1 need help getting out of it.” 

On February 23, Washington County Deputies Johnson, Stillman and Zafft went to the Picek residence at 7130 Manning 
Avenue in Grant, and met with Ms Picek. Ms. Picek gave the deputies 14 zip disks, which each contained 100 megabytes 

° f ire n Se fi PaCe> FebfUary 26, De P ut - v Jofmson returned to the Picek residence and retrieved a Gateway computer 
an HP Pavillion computer, two large manila envelopes and five video tapes, On Februaiy 27, Washington County deputies 
obtained a search warrant allowing them to search the items retrieved from the defendant’s home 

Washington County deputies have reviewed all the material on the zip disks and the hard drives in all the computers and 
the pictures in the manila envelopes taken from the defendant and found volumes of pictures, some digital, of both clothed 
an unclothed males between the ages of 6 and 18. Some of the pictures were taken of young males walking in 
metropolitan area shopping malls. The pictures appeared to be of unknowing children, while they shopped at malls Some 
Of the pictures were of young boys climbing artificial rock walls. Each of the 14 zip disks contained volumes of pictures 
ot children engaging in sexual activity. An example of some of the material included: 

1 Juvenile males engaging in anal intercourse. 

2. An adult male urinating into the mouth of a five year old boy. 

3. A seven year old girl licking the penis of a seven year old boy, while an adult male penetrated her vagina with 
his penis. 

4_ A ten minute video depicting two prepubescent males masturbating each other in a wooded area 

From the defendant's computer, the deputies retrieved chat room conversations where people discussed photographing 
and watching young boys. There are also discussions involving techniques of how to seduce young boys into having sex 

As for the video tapes taken from the defendant’s home, three were recordings of Little League World Series games, one 
was a men’s gymnastic video and the last one was a documentary on child abductions, which highlighted the Jacob 
Wetrerling abduction. The complaint charges one count for each zip disk.

On 11/25/02 at approximately 0115 hours I was requested to meet with a 
party in the Stearns County Law Enforcement Center lobby in regards to some 
information which he had regarding the Jacob Wetterling disappearance case. 
Upon arrival, I met with Christopher John Beyen, DOB 11/25/71, address of 150 
Highway 10 North, St. Cloud, MN 56303, phone number of 320/761-3545. 

Upon speaking with Beyen, I immediately noticed that he appeared 
somewhat intoxicated and smelled strongly of an alcoholic beverage. Beyen told 
me that he had just been at the City Limits Bar on Highway 23 where he had been 
drinking and overheard some people talking about the Jacob Wetterling case. 
Beyen said that, upon overhearing this information, he requested the bartender call 
the St. Cloud Police to report the information as soon as possible. Beyen said that 
the police never did arrive but rather the bartender had called him a cab and told 
him to go and report the information at the police station if he wished to do so. 
Beyen told me that, at approximately 2230 hours, he was sitting at the bar in the 
City Limits Night Club when he over heard a male party who he recognized as 
“Jay”, a person he knew from one of the high schools he attended when he was 
younger. Beyen said that Jay was talking to two other white males about the 
Jacob Wetterling abduction. Beyen said that he over heard Jay talking with his 
two friends about the abduction of Jacob Wetterling and how they had abducted 
him along with Jacob’s dad, Jerry Wetterling, and “dismantled him at the joints" 
and threw him into the swamp behind the Wetterling home. I questioned Beyen 
about whether these individuals had mentioned how they came to be in possession 
of Jacob Wetterling. Beyen said that he was not sure of how they actually 
abducted Jacob and admitted that he did not hear they use the word "abduction” 
or any other reference to such an act. I further questioned Beyen about how far 
these individuals were away from him when they were talking about this 
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information. Beyen said hat they were only a short distance away and he could 
hear them speak quite clearly. Beyen told me that, upon hearing the information, 
he did attempt to join into the conversation to obtain more information. Beyen told 
me that he had told them about being in Stillwater some time ago because he knew 
that “Jay" had been in prison as well. Beyen said that, at one point, the two 
became involved in a verbal altercation about prison and some of the comments 
which he was making. 

Upon questioning Beyen further about the identity of “Jay" I asked him to 
describe him physically for me. Beyen described "Jay" as a white male, 
approximately five feet eleven inches tali with long black curly hair in his early 
40’s. Beyen said that Jay was wearing a black Maticka (SP?) type tee shirt and 
dark jeans and further described him as a "racist”. Jay said that he's fairly sure 
that he went to high school with him at one point when he was younger and that 
he has a photographic memory and clearly was able to recognize him. Jay told me 
that, when he was in school, he attended Technical High School along with several 
other high schools but he was not sure of which one he recognized him from. Jay 
described the other two males as similar in age with long hair as well but no further 
descriptors. 

Beyen questioned me as to why I did not immediately go to the bar and 
arrest this individual or take him in for questioning. I advised Beyen that we would 
attempt to get him identified and then conduct further investigations to determine if 
it was possible that he was involved. I did question Beyen as to whether he felt 
that these individuals were sane or discussing this matter based on the fact that he 
was listening and possibly playing a trick on him. Beyen admitted that it was 
possible they were doing so but that he did not know why they would pull such a 
prank. 
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I then transported Beyen to the City Limits Bar where he indicated that he 
would point the individual out who he knew as "Jay" by waiting in the parking lot 
when he came out. Upon arrival at the City Litmus parking lot, I was immediately 
met by a staff member identified as James Alan Reed, DOB 11/6/68, phone 
number of 202-1602. Reed told me that he is a bouncer at the establishment and 
immediately recognized Beyen while he was seated in the rear seat of my patrol 
car. Beyen told me that he knew why I was there and appeared upset that Beyen 
had contacted the police based on the information he had overheard. Reed told me 
that he is familiar with the parties who Beyen was speaking with and identified one 
of them as Marui Staffne, a person who lives in the trailer house behind the City 
Limits Bar. Reed told me that Beyen had contacted him about calling the police to 
report the information he heard about the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. Reed 
went on to explain that he has known Maury Staffne for many years and knows 
that he is not involved in the abduction of Jacob Wetterling and that Staffne was 
probably “screwing” around with him. I then requested Reed go into the bar and 
make contact with Staffne so I could speak with him briefly about what had 
occurred. Reed did then re-enter the City Limits Bar and merge with the male party 
who fit the description provided by Beyen. At that point I identified this party as 
Maury Matthew Staffne, DOB 3/21/62, address of 1455 Highway 23. St. Cloud. 
MN, phone 202-1602. Staffne told me that he does not have a telephone and that 
the phone number is to the City Limits Bar where he can be reached Upon 
speaking with Staffne, I immediately noticed that he was extremely intoxicated. 
Staffne initially denied having made any such comments about the Jacob 
Wetterling abduction but did state he recalled speaking with an individual who I had 
described to him as Beyen. Staffne at that point became less defensive and told 
me that he and his friend Tim and Brett Johnson may have made some remarks 
about it but only because Beyen was “acting stupid" and they wanted to "jack him 
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up” a little. Staffne went on to say that, at one point, Beyen was trying to tell him 
that he had been in Stillwater State Prison which he knew to be a lie. Staffne said 
that he had been in jail for 18 months and knew that Christopher Beyen was not 
there during that time. 

After speaking with Staffne for some time, it seemed obvious that he knew 
nothing about the Jacob Wetterling abduction other than what he had heard on the 
news. I advised Staffne that I would contact him if I needed any further 
information at which point he returned to the bar. 

Upon clearing from the City Limits I did transport Beyen back to his 
residence at the Cloverleaf Trailer Park. I advised Beyen that I would turn the 
information over to the Detective Division who would follow-up on further 
information based on this report. Beyen told me that he is a student at the St. 
Cloud Technical College and could be reached there if not at his residence. 

No further action at this time.

As kids, we found magazines on his top shelf of his closet of young boys 
and girls (pornography). 

He molested but found not guilty. 

He used to brag he could kill someone at the snap of a finger. 

He always liked to take back roads where ever he went. 

Shoot guns on his property all the time. 

He bragged that he would sneak out of Camp Ripley with guns in the trunk. 
The last couple of years before his death he did a lot of tractor work and 
digging up the ground on his property. 

When his motor home was permanently placed on his property, he did all 


the ground work himself. 

Retired from die Army Reserves 

He liked to play war games at Camp Ripley 

Prior to his death, 8 to 10 months, he had commented to me on the 

telephone and talking to him at the lake, he had said, "I have done 

something so terrible that I can't tell you what it is. But it really bothers 

me." He was pretty drunk and had been drinking all day. Our conversation 

was around 9:30 that evening. I had to call his , and let her know 

that he was sounding suicidal. She, in turn, had called his best friend, Tom 

Ehiers, and as far as I know, he went over to check on him. 

He had often talked about being in the war and killing people and also being 
tortured as a prisoner of war and had witnessed his best friend being 
tortured and died. And he gets real emotional over this story. 

My , has often told me the story that he had told her 

when she was a young girl, that he was not really her dad and as he was 
molesting her each time, he threaten to kill her if she would tell anybody 
what he had done. And to this day, that has bothered her all these years that 
she can’t get over it. 

All three of _ have told me in past years, that he had continously 

threaten to kill them if they told anyone about what he had done while 
molesting them. 

Two credit card receipts were uncovered by the FBI in the area of St. Joseph 
on the same day as Jacob Wetterling dissappeared. My dad, had told me 
that the FBI agent that came to his house had mentioned that to him and I 
never did hear why the receipts showed up in that area on that day from him. 
In other words, why was he up there on that day? 

This whole family has always believed that there is a dark side to my dad. 
We've never been able to predict what he would do at a moments notice. 
There's always been something secretive in his personality that no one has 
been able to figure out. 

This is just a quick summary of what comes to mind. But there are many 
other memories to mention. 


For many years, all of us "kids" could never figure out the dark side of our 
dad. He has always been a drinker and heavy smoker. He always seemed to 
be calculating his moves, but always careful what he says when he's sober. 
Our biological mother, who in recent years, had told me that she had 
abandoned my dad and us five kids, because my dad was molesting 

My dad told her that he would kill her if she said anything to 
anyone. Through the years, a lot of little things would happen. 

Embarrasing adults and kids with sexual explicit joking, drinking as much 
as a case of quart size brandy per month, telling stories of how he was 
trained in the air force to kill a person at the snap of a finger. Always had a 
quick temper and never cared who's feelings he would hurt. 

In the early 60's, when he molested he threatened to kill them if 

they said anything. They believed his every word - that if they said 
anything, he would for sure kill them. Through the years, he had 
embarassed many people with his dirty sexual jokes and got a kick out of 
whoever he embarassed. He had married a woman who had three girls (wife 
#3- ) and a son. t forced him to get out 

because he was "fooling around" with _ His wife (#2 - 

) admitted to me that he had told her when we were kids, that he 
always wanted to make porno movies with naked girls and boys. Before he 
met , us kids (my age was 10 years old) found a lot of pornographic 
magazines of kids on the top shelf of his closet in his bedroom. 

The lake property that my dad acquired through being married to his wife #4 

, provided my dad a lot of room on a dead-end 
road. Away from anyone just dropping in on him. If he wanted to be by 
himself, he would simply close the gate that he installed at the front 
entrance of the lake property. He spent a lot of time by himself on that 
property mostly throughout the summer and fall every year, while his wife 
would stay at home on Dupont Ave No, Mpls. because she still 
worked. Back in the mid 80’s this property at the lake (which has 40 acres, 
mostly wooded) was pretty much undeveloped. Throughout the years, my 


dad had put a trailer home and numerous buildings on it - wooden sheds and 
a couple of out houses. He kept to himself a lot, but did make a few friends 
that drank like himself. 

He was also in the National Guard and would tell me stories that during 
"war games" he would drive off the base using his car or friends cars, a lot 
of times as he said, carrying military supplies and various guns in the trunk 
of the cars - which was against army regulations, but he did it anyway. He 
has always been known to travel back roads. He would also go to auctions 
all over, mostly within a hundred miles. When Jacob Wetterling landed up 
missing in St. Joseph, MN, I knew my dad was traveling the back roads a 
lot. The gun (hand gun) I think that was used by the kidnapper of Jacob 
Wetterling, I believe was probably from Fort Ripleys arsonal. The sketch of 
the kidnapper is a likeness of my dad. The car used, I think, belonged to a 
friend. Since Jacob Wetterling had been abducted and through the years, I 
have had like a sixth sense that would overwelm me about the lake property, 
I have had my hair on my neck stand up many times as I would enter this 
property. My dad has made trails into the wood and has shown me a tree 
that he calls the "witches tree". 

I had notified the FBI some years back and told them that I thought my dad 
has had something to do with the Wetterling case. They did send a female 
agent out to my dad's house in Minneapolis. My dad said the agent entered 
his front door and immediately said he didn't look like the picture of the 
man that they needed to talk to. But to my surprise, my dad said that the 
FBI had two credit card receipts from the area where Jacob Wetterling was 
abducted. Dated the same day as Wetterling landed up missing. Just a 
coincidence? I don't think so! 

1) My dad has been a pedifile for many years. 2) He loves to travel back 
roads 3) He drinks like a fish - smokes heavily 4) Jacob Wetterling looked 
very much like my stepson that I have raised - and my dad kept trying to get 
both my stepsons to come up to the lake and stay with him on many 
occasions. 5) I dropped in on my dad one day at the lake, without notifying 
him that I was coming. When I arrived, we sat on the front deck. As we sat 
there, out of nowhere a young boy 12-14 years old materializes. The boy 
saw me, but said nothing to me or my dad. He walked right by us and 
towards the back woods. I asked my dad, who was that? And he said, "a 
kid from Minneapolis". There was something vety odd about this 
encounter. My dad went on to changing the subject and I felt really uneasy 
because I thought my dad was hiding something. It isn't easy to have 


anyone like this kid to be just walking by the trailer. And the kid looked 
like he was real surprised that I was sitting there. 

6) Throughout the years, my dad has done a lot of clearing land and making 
trails into the back woods. He also built a firing range on the property, so 
neighbors were used to hearing gun shots quite often, so it wouldn't be 
unusual to the neighbors to hear gun fire going off at any time. 

7) I am a person who has lived a lot of my life wondering why I was put 
here. I have also encountered many times in my life that de javu things have 
happened. I feel that I do have a touch of the sixth sense in myself. For 
years I have been right about a lot of predictions, suspicions, and very 
credible things that happen. Whatever I have, it seems to come to me very 
naturally. 

8) I am saying that will all that I know of my dad-he is the kidnapper and 
killer of Jacob Wetterling and he is buried on my deceased dad's lake 
property at Clear Lake, MN I have no proof - but I have had lots of 
experiences in life and seeing my dad's personality and his way of life to 
know from deep in my heart, that I am right about this prediction. 

9) There was an incident when I had called up to my dads at the lake. He 
told me that he had " done something terrible" that he couldn't tell me what 
it was. I found out he had been drinking most of the day, and it was around 
8:30 p.m. when I called. He also said that he was sick of what he had done, 
but it was all too late to do anything about it. He told me he wanted to end 
it all. He sounded suicidal, so I called his wife, and told her he 
sounds suicidal. She, in turn called Tom Ehlers (my dads’ friend) and Tom 
went over to the lake property and checked on him. My dad was very close 
to telling me what was bothering him on that evening, but because of his 
dark side about him, he didn't. 

10) Up to the time he died six years ago, he was always working on the 
land doing something. He had a very small com field, I think it was just a 
thing for him to dig holes or clearing land. What he was doing by himself 
all that time may of been a hobbie. But I don't think so - it would be more 
like he was up to no good! 

11) 1 have one more thing to say before I close. No one has to believe me - 
I do believe myself on this prediction. I have always thought to myself that 


no one has found Jacob Wetterling yet and it doesn't surprise me because in 
my heart and soul -1 know Jacob Wetterling is buned somwhere on my 
deceased dads property. 

I have no solid proof to offer but I do insist that you observe the land - at

I am the approximate age of Michael Finley, and I am a writer, as he is. During 
the past few months, I have focused on abstract poetry (aside from this missing 
person case). I’m also a former corrections officer with a degree in 
criminal/social justice. To be frank, 1 sincerely believe that Mr. Finley is 
responsible for Jacob Wetterling’s death, and I will back up my belief with 
excerpts and dues from Finley’s own poetry writings. Interspersed throu gh out 
this essay will be notes and comments about Finley's past and his outlook on 
life, his feelings toward people and God, etc. Finally, I will analyze what 1 
consider to be Finley's veiled 'confession' to the crime, his tenth anniversary 
tribute to Jacob, which is actually very sick. 

First then, a quick look back at Michael Finley as revealed through his own 
poetry. I find a man who was, early in his writing career, very upset about not 
succeeding. In fact, he was extremely angry and felt like lashing out He 
seemed angry at a possible God (though he is most likely an atheist) and the 
world at large for his failings. He has conscience problems, sometimes feeling 
sony for his past actions, but not enough to actually resolve them. I would like 
to note here that he was hit in the forehead with a severe blow as a very young 
roan , then a brain tumor developed in the same location many years later. He 
does at times seem to be tom by past sin or crimes, as revealed in his poetry, 
and in the past he seems to have focused on morbid subject matter involving 
blood and death and kDhng and graves. There is a lot of violent imagery in his 
writings, yet he has described his poetry as “wild but accessible, funny but 
true.* Lastly, there is plenty of evidence that around the time Jacob was 
kidnapped, Finley was having marriage and children misgivings, along with 
sexual dissatisfactions and bill problems. That, mixed with the emotions of 
rejection from the writing scene, probably put him into a 'monsterous* and 
vengeful mode. Alcohol was probably a factor as well. I believe he lashed out at 
Jacob in answer to the pressure and hatred he carried in his heart at the time. 
Lastly, I have my own personal spiritual reasons to believe that he is protective 
of Jacob’s remains, and that he revisits the site from time-to-time. To that end, 

I have included some clues which he himself has given about that matter. As 
strange as it may sound, 1 believe the Holy Spirit has revealed to me thro ugh 
the gift of knowledge where Jacob is. I consider this essay to be a possible tool 
to help bring closure and peace to the Wetteriing family, as they have diligently 
prayed for all these years. 
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Here then, are various lines from Finley's poetiy which I believe are revealing 
with respect to Jacob's kidnapping, but not in any particular order of 
importance: 

1. This first one I am very curious about Finley wrote at least two poems with 
references to New York, one which was entitled 'A Minnesotan in New 
Tork.’ In the other poem about New York, he mentions it being two in the 
morning. He's by Lincoln Center in November as he gazes out on 63 rt & 
Broadway, and he J s too excited to sleep in his hotel bed. I bring this up 
because Patty Wetterling has said that she received a ^1 1 in the night from 
someone in New York claiming to be Jacob and that he is alive. I cant help 
wondering jf Patty received that strange call in November. If so—or even on 
another trip to NY—Finley may have called in response to Patty’s open letter 
to the killer asking him to call her to give everyone peace. Maybe he was 
feeling generous because he was 'excited' about something in his career

discovered where I think Jacob is buried. To me, the symbol of the flag 
there at Jacob's resting place is as disturbing as Finley's so-called ‘tribute* 
poem to Jacob, as far as in-your-face gestures go. Remember that he 
described his poetry as ‘ funny but true.*) 


5- From “What We Want." We want to tell the secrets that haw been chol

E CHILDREN LOCKED AWAY. (My caps added, Lee.) 


From Cannon Falls." R eading about a boy's death in poem, I felt the ? tah 
af a boy’s pa ssing, the crump ling of the parents, the sweetness and horror 
on one page. (Probably part of his reason for writing ‘Jacob the Crow," 
which 1 consider to be an abstract telling of Jacob's murder.) 

7, From “Jonathan Under the Hockberry Tree." Mysterious maxi, mesa- 
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8. Prom "Remainders.' Fresh washed garments tucked under your 
eager for instruction and keen for meaning. He cannot s e e you but hears 
you breathing, (Note: possible homosexual meaning, when and where is 
questionable though. Sleeping on my hands, perhaps 1 am at-nninp (nr 
numwiniK crimes...greedy indignities. 

9. From "To a Squid." Hands trailing as if pleading for s omeone to stop me. 
stop me BEFORE I KTI «L AGAIN. (Lee’s caps added) 

10. From "When We Are Gone." Though your molecules »pd my molecules are 
plucked apart and strewn across th is row unwitn pssable scene, they are 
better for that blink r>f time, fprgpt ten in the giddy sprawl of green. (Note: 
Reminds me of "Jacob the Crow,® in which the boy is plucked apart, eaten 
by crows. Only here, Finley includes his molecules, which is probably a 
reference to his own sperm. The giddy sprawl of green is the lush 
vegetation around the crime scene.) 

11. From "Hot and Cold Ru nning Good Friday." Our father, who art in 
heaven. 1 l ove the Jew who died for me. though it is all nonuse (Note: 
hence my belief that Finley is an atheist. Also, he purposely didn't 
capitalize Father, a "slam* toward God.) 

12. From The Brood/ I want t o drink until I'm dry, in a nation that is 
beaches only, (Note: this is an indication of heavy alcohol use at Hmw 
Also, IVe found several references in Finley’s poems to beaches and sand. 
Where the flag is erected in the wild, secluded place on the Zumbro river is 
actually like a sandy beach.) 

13. From “In the Night/ ...I were the doomed one, mine the swift tumble 
cpming soon, and every siren shearing the dark were headed toward my 
part of town. 


IS. From The Lord God Has Words with the Choir." I grind your bones to 
make my bread. Mv prophe cy is plain, my prophecy is pain, mv prediction 
maga graves and smo king soil, nutritious to the earth beyond all reckoning. 
they that held such store in words, instead bequeath calcium, nitrogen, 
zinc as their gifts.... (Note: these are murderous words of envy, the words 
of an unfulfilled ego-maniac.) 


14. From ‘Great Blue/ October Sunday mornin g...the discouraged Chevrolet 
runs these grave l roads. (Note: It is October of some year, and Finley has a 
Chevrolet. I wonder if it was a red Chevette; Jacob was taken in October. 
Finley Is going somewhere out ‘in the country/) 



16. From “Anton's Syndrome/ THE SPOTLIGHTS SHINE ON THE SKATERS 
AT NIGHT...an d we dream of the light tt^ t only we can gee ..certain gases 
contrive with stones. (Note: Caps added because Jacob was skating before 
his k i dnap ping; the reference to "spotlights' could be envy again. Perhaps 
the grave has stones in it.) 
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17. Prom "Triangles Pnsms Cones.* Our flags were sins on lascivious qc^tis , 
our w ord for regret was 8 a whirlpool of blood, turning in space. (Note: lam 
curious about this because of Finley's use of flags as symbols of sins, 
lascivious sins, I believe Jacobs grave is marked by a flag. Please note that 
the Holy Spirit had directed me to Jacob's resting place BEFORE I found 
the web sight of Michael Finley's through a Jacob Wetterling word search 
turning up 'Jacob the Crow/ This is why 1 truly believe Finley murdered 
Jacob, To me, it makes perfect sense, especially after reading 'Jacob the 
Crow,* which begins 'Down by the River/ and after seeing his use of the 
word Zumbro in a poem. Also in the above poem, there seems to be 
another possible reference to crows with blood turning in space.)

This study of Finley's poems was not ail-inclusive; there are many of hi** 
poems and writings that I have not looked aL This is just a one-day study I 
conducted. Finally, here is my analysis of 'Jacob the Crow/ which 1 believe 
is Finley's sick, poetic, purposely abstract recounting of Jacob's murder: 

I believe Finley titled the poem 'Jacob the Crow* because he thought it was 
a clever way to say that Jacob was at least partially consumed by crows the 
day following the murder, out in bright daylight, but hidden by dense river¬ 
side vegatation. 'Down by the River/ is where Jacob was killed, along the 
Zumbro River, several hundred yards from the now-closed bridge that 1 
mentioned in my directions to Jacob’s temporary resting place. Please 
remember that 1 became aware of this location in relation to Jacob (through 
God’s gift of knowledge) before I found Finley’s web site, though both 
occurred on the same day. The crows are calling in the cold' because of 
the body out in the open in the green vegetation late in the year. The lines 
that begm with “Just now 1 hear a sound* are written as though a third 
person had heard Jacob’s noises while he was being raped. Finley is 
recalling what the noises sounded like, exactly, though he later tries to put 
the cries to a crow to confuse the issue with abstractness. The cries or 
noises were terrible enough to cause the imaginary third person to be 
■jerked around/ "The hairs stand spike upright on my neck' describe how 
a normal person would react at hearing the sounds in the quiet darkness at 
the beach-Hke Zumbro River setting. FSnlcy is describing a homosexual act 
of rape when he writes, 'Every thump a reverberating Ah/ The next lines 
ending about the mitten is a device to transfer the sounds to a crow. 
Finley's guilty conscience—what there is of it—is reflected by his use of the 
words “And for a moment 1 believe the crow and boy are one/ However, 
Finley here is again showing how the boy becomes part of the crow by being 
eaten by the crow. I know, this is very sick. The next lines tell how the 
crow was present for part of the crime, though in reality that would be the 
following day, not at night Next, Finley is possibly describing how he was 
stalking Jacob, maybe with binoculars, before he was kidnapped. “Familiar 
places/ around his home in St Joseph is followed by what Finley did next: 
put Jacob in the trunk of his car in a sack. Recall that he described a

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burlap sack beneath a body in one of his other poems, making reference to 
a burial. Of course, then the bag is empty after Jacob is removed from the 
sack and later probably shot, since the kidnapper had a gun. Jacob is 
'ushered away. Installed alive in the topmost branches,* meaning that his 
body was partially eaten by crows, possibly even while Finley watched from 
a distance. The next few lines describe many crows at the scene, some in 
trees and some flying overhead, "Why seek him here, the boy is flown* 
confirms again what I am saying about being eaten by crows who later flew 
off. Next, Jacob’s lifeless form is described in abstract detail. I believe that 
Jacob really did beg to be set loose, and Finley again makes a 
transformation from human to bird when he writes about the bird alighrtrg 
on highway later some time. The run-over body is of course Jacob 
being stripped of flesh by the noisy crows in daylight Again, Finley makes 
reference to envy when he writes about men thriving on predictable dreams, 
which he hadn't been able to do. The last several lines describe the horrific, 
cold nature of the crime. Lastly, the blink is probably not only the crow’s, 
but also Finley’s, concerning what his heart has to endure because of what 
he did, though his conscience didn't keep him from writing the sick poem. 

Obviously, this essay should not be read by members of the Wetterling 
family. I wrote this to be added to the information I dropped off at the 
Foundation a few days ago, but please somehow shield the immediate 
family from this, even as I hope it helps to solve the case. Please believe 
that my only purpose in being involved at all in this is to help bring closure 
and peace to the Wetterling family and their friends, and to help effect 
justice concerning Jacob's disappearance. For persons reading this, pl ease 
forgive me in advance for the graphic depictions, which I felt were necessary 
to understand what occurred.
